AT THE MKBCT OF HOSTILES. 
Omaha, Neb., Jan. 6.—It was report* 
ed that a disastrous battle raged Mon* 
day near Pine Ridge agency, but a dis­ 
patch received from General Miles in 
the evening indicates that there has 
been no battle with the Indians. This 
was the latest dispatch received up to 
midnight. A special from Rushville, 
Neb., says: The Omaha Guards, who 
volunteered their services, have been 
ordered to hold themselves in readiness 
to move to the front They are in fine 
form and have a Gatling gun attached 
to the command. 
Pine Ridge, S. D., via Rushville, 
Neb., Jan. 6.—The troops are closing in 
on the Indians and a big battle is looked 
for at any hour. Infantry is on its way 
here from Oelrichs and is badly needed, 
as this is the weakest point at the front. 
Sunday night the half-breeds took their 
turn at being frightened and stampeded 
in the night for the railroad. A report 
starting from a dozen different sources 
spread like wildfire through the camp 
that many of the hostiles in the guise of 
friendlies were scattered through the 
agency and would at a signal each 
select his man, kill him and then escape 
in the confusion and assist the balance 
of the hostiles in their attack from the 
outside. The force here, hardly 600 
men, could be wiped out by such a plan, 
as 
the 
cannon would be useless 
in the dark. Every one was under 
arms, and sleep was too great a luxury 
to indulge in. 
Colonel Forsythe has 
been suspended for trial for the slaugh­ 
ter of last Monday. Indians came in 
Monday morning saying that about half 
of the Indians in the hostile camp were 
willing to accept General Miles’ terms 
and come back to the agency and ask 
for aid to get away from their com­ 
rades. 
Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 6, — Governor 
Thayer has received the following tel­ 
egram: 
’‘Washington, Jan. 5.-Hon. John M. Thayer, 
Oovemor of Nt bra eta. Lincoln, Neb.: At your 
request rations will be Issued for the time 
for the people who have been obliged by the 
Indian troubles to leave their homes. Tau, of 
course, is only for the emergency. They should 
be provided for otherwise aa Boon as possible. 
Directions have been given for the Issuing of 
any arms and ammunition that can bs spared 
from Fort Robinson. The supplies oan bs isnt 
from the arsenal if there Ste not sufficient at 
the fort.

The Governor is also in receipt of an 
extended letter from Hon. George W. 
Martin, special relief commissioner, 
who 
is 
at Rushville, 
in 
which 
he 
says 
that 
the 
apprehension 
on 
the 
part 
of residents in the 
small towns along the Northwest­ 
ern Nebraska border is fully war­ 
ranted. Settle i for miles around have 
flocked to towns, fearing an attack 
from roving bands of Indians, and the 
settlements are menaced. Many trains 
arriving in Lincoln Monday brought 
companies of the Nebraska Natio 
Guards en route to this locality, 
aay practically the whole State militia 
will be concentrated on the border. 
Colonel W. F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) ar­ 
rived in Lincoln Monday evening in re­ 
sponse to a telegram from Governor 
Thayer, of whose staff he is a member, 
and will leave this morning on an im­ 
portant mission among the Indians on 
behalf of the Governor. The latter de­ 
clines to make known at present the 
nature of the mission. 
A special from Chardon, Neb., says: 
The dispatch dated December SI from 
Sheriff Dahlman to Governor Thayer, 
saying that Indians were fighting here 
for two days, is misleading. There has 
been no fighting and no hostile Indians 
within twenty-five miles of Chardon. 
F o rt T otten, N. D., Jan. S.—Rumors 
are rife here that the 3,500 Indians on 
the Turtle Mountain reservation are 
liable at any moment to inaugurate a 
massacre of settlers living along the 
North Dakota border. This band of red 
men, among whom there is a large num­ 
ber of half-breeds, have been ugl 
for a long time because of the 
starved condition they are kept in by 
Government, 
and 
they have 
sev­ 
eral times given trouble. The troops 
at this fort are ready to do any 
thing in their power to quell an up­ 
rising, but their power to do is 
limited owing to the fact that the gar 
rison is made up of only Company G, 
Twenty-second Infantry, less than IOO 
men. Company B, Fifteenth Infantry, 
is stationed at Fort Pembina and will be 
called here in case of an outbreak. The 
immediate cause of the present trouble, 
outside of the general unrest among the 
Indians in ail parts of the Northwest, is 
the failure of the United States Com­ 
mission to remove the Indians of the 
Turtle Mountain reservation to White 
Earth, Mina., to which point they 
asked to be sent. 
Commissioners 
Hoyne and Mahone were sent here by 
President Harrison early in December, 
but they remained only one day, re­ 
turning December SI and bolding a 
brief pow-wow with the chiefs. They 
distributed several hundred dollars1 
worth of presents, but refused to rec­ 
ommend the desired removal. Hence 
the great anger. Settlers, too, are in a 
disturbed state of mind over the alarm 
ing situation and have sent a protest to 
Washington against leaving this band 
of 3,500 recalcitrant savages to menace 
the people. The reservation consists ol 
only two townships, yet the Govern­ 
ment expects the 3,500 Indians to be al­ 
most self-supporting on this paltry bit 
of land, a large part of which can not 
be cultivated at all. 
W ashington, Jan. 6.—Although W it 
Department officials are extremely 
reticent as to the causes which led to 
the removal of Colonel Forsythe from 
his command it can be stated with au­ 
thority that the report of the alleged 
butchery of the squaws and their 
children at the battle at Wounded Knee 
creek December 39 was the prime 
reason for General Miles’ action, which 
was taken upon :*dvice from the War 
Department. 
The department feels 
that it can not afford to go on record as 
favoring this method of warfare. There 
has been talk of Congressional investi­ 
gations. General Cutcheon and other 
prominent members of the military 
committees have taken the trouble 
to 
call 
upon 
the 
Secretary 
of 
War to express their chagrin n # 
surprise at the result of the fight at 
Wounded Knee. 
It was therefore 
deemed the part of good judgment to 
anticipate the Congressional investiga­ 
tion by a court of inquiry by the War 
Department, and if the circumstances 


warrant, tj punish theofficer responsi­ 
ble and thus spare the service the dis­ 
credit of a Congressional inquiry. 
There has been laid before the Honse 
a letter from the Commissioner of In­ 
dian Adairs to the Secretary of the In­ 
terior 
giving it as 
his 
opinion 
that 
a relief fund should be fur­ 
nished by Congress so as to enable 
the department to assist all Indiana 
who 
require aid 
this winter, not 
only with food, 
but 
also in 
the 
purchase of seeds and other articles re­ 
quired for planting in the spring and to 
grant immediate assistance when re­ 
quired. 
He submits the draft of an 
item to be inserted in the Indian appro­ 
priation bill proposing an appropriation 
of $150,000 for the purposes mentioned. 
The tribes appealing to the Govern­ 
ment for help are principally the Yank­ 
ton Sioux of South Dakota, the A tick­ 
er ce s, Gras Ventres and Maud ans at 
Fort Berthold agency, North Dakota; 
the Northern Arapahoes of Wyoming 
and the Sisseton Mid Devil’s lake In­ 
dians of North and South Dakota. 
General Morgan, Commissioner of In­ 
dian Affairs, says he is ready to go to 
Dakota to treat with the Indians if the 
President and Secretary of the Interior 
desires him to do so. He says that to 
the best of bis knowledge and belief 
the Sioux Indians of South Dakota are 
not starving and that he has reason to 
think that the reports regarding their 
destitution are grossly exaggerated.

The lights in the barracks and at the 
old hospital beyond had long since been 
extinguished, and only hero and there 
along the row of officers’ quarters and at 
the guard house, suggestively planted 
half way down the slope toward the post 
trader's store, was there sign of wakeful 
life. One or two upper windows gave 
forth a feeble gleam, and there was quite 
a jovial glow pouring from the open 
doorway of the colonel's big house across 
the dark rectangle. 
It fell upon tike tall 
white flagstaff and displayed it from 
base to crosstrees, a solitary, ghost like 
shaft, and then, with gradually dimin­ 
ishing power, illumined the graveled 
pU til way that bisected tire parade and 
led from the broad flight of steps in front 
of the commanding officers to the ma­ 
jor’s on the southern side.

—and bets—were running high. Alas! 
Whee tho morning of tho eventful day 
came around, four of tho fleetest base 
runners in the Rifle nine languished in 
the guard house, arrested at reveille by 
order of their own captain for absence 
from quarters at midnight. Tho colo­ 
nel had simply let them get out, then 
ordered check roll call, with doors^arred, 
and they stood self exiled.

date he children now attending school, 
and the attendance is steadily increas­ 
ing. 
j^IQ many csstB, children are compelled 
to pass the crowded school building of 
the ward in which they live, to attend 
school in a less crowded building of an­ 
other ward. 
We find a present and pressing neces­ 
sity for a new school building in the vi­ 
cinity of Pleasant street west of the rail­ 
road tracks. A large number of chil­ 
dren rn these wards, and all of them in 
the lower grades of school work, averag­ 
ing about ten years of age, are now com­ 
pelled to pass over numerous railroad 
tracks at no less than six different street 
crossings 
to 
find 
school 
accom­ 
modations. These crossings for the past 
year or more have beoomo extremely 
dangerous in consequence of their being 
uses largely for switching oars at all 
hours of the day, and a Urge increase cf 
passing trams, 
We find frcm examination of an ab­ 
stract of school attendance that there are 
now seventy-seven children north and 
west cf the railroads, practically without 
sohool accommodations anless they croei 
the tracks at the dangerous crossings. 
We therefore recommend immediate ac­ 
tion of this board, that provisions may 
be made at onoe to relieve the impend­ 
ing danger to children now compelled to 
cross railroad tracks at dangerous cross­ 
ings to attend school. 
Your committee have ascertained that

The condi­ 
tion o* its walls will not warrant the at­ 
tempt to pat the building in proper oon- 
d.t'.on for eohcols.snd we believe it to be 
the duty of this board to move at once 
in providing for a site and convenient 
sohool building in the Filth ward. 
Your committee further recommend 
that provisions be mede ai the same time 
to purchase a suitable site for a new 
sohool building in the Becond ward. 
Sufficient ground (not less than four city 
lots) in a convenient location can now be 
secured for $1,000. 
The crowded condition of the Adams 
school building in this ward and the 
rapid increase of popnlation in this ward 
will necessitate the erection of a new 
school building in the near fnture. 
Your committee believe that two four 
room buildings, one in the First and one 
in the Fifth wards, as here recommend­ 
ed, would afford sufficient school room 
for several years to come, except in the 
Becond ward, where it is evident that 
a new 
building 
will be 
required 
within 
two 
or 
three 
years, 
at 
most, and for this reason we advise the 
purchase of a school home site while the 
oity can obtain a sufficient amount of 
ground suitably located, at a reasonable 
prioe. 
We would farther recommend that the 
new four room building be so planned 
as to admit of sn addition of two rooms 
to each building, should necessity re­ 
quire it, without impairing the conveni­ 
ences or marring tho symetry of the 
building. 
Bach addition nan be made 
to the buildings here recommended, 
when found necessary, at comparatively 
small expen e. 
Your committee have ascertained that 
the cost of tho banding here recom­ 
mended, including heating apparatus, 
will be nearly $8,750eaoh, which, togeth­ 
er with the oost of two sohool house sites, 
will require an appropriation of $20,000, 
and we recommend that the common 
council be respectfully requested to pro­ 
vide the means for the buildings and 
gronnds here asked for.
